I beg to report that a notorious Soviet Military 
agent in China, named A. Gustchin, arrived here from Canton 
on June 23, 1927 by the s.s. “President Tart" under the name 
of A. Koumoff. He was accompanied by his aide-de-camp 
W. Mouravieff. 

On theit arrival in Shanghai they proceeded to 
the "Hotel de France” wheye they registered as Mr. A. Sigidis 
and W. Mouravieff respectively. 

On June 24 they left the Hotel and W.Mouravieffr 
went to No. 220 Rue Chapsal, where he is at present residing. 

No trace of Gustchin has been found since he 
left the Hotel, but it isa reported that he went to Hankow under 
an assumed name. 

The paramour o% Guschin, Mrs. De Sheimo is now 
living at No. S390 Avenue Joffre. Her movements are being 


watched in an endeavour to locate the whereabouts of Guschin.

I beg to report that toyday,on Jime 4,1 Stea as interpreter 
at the Louza Station when Mr Maitiland,Police Solicitor, questioned 
a Russian arrested at the Burlington Hotel this morning. 

The man admitted that his name is Alexander Gushohin, 

Russian General Staff,Colonel through Imperial promotion., who 
in 1916 and 1917 was an assistant professor at the General Staff 
Military Academy ar. Petrograd. 

He admitted also that since his arrival in Shanghai,in 
January,1925,he has been staying at the Burlington Hotel under 
the name of Mstislavoff,but said that he never used the 
pseudonymps cf Matislavsky or Vyacheslavsky. Gushshin denied 
that he turned over to the Bolsheviks after the Bolshevist 
Revolution stating that during 1918 and 1919 he was fighting 
against the Reds in General Denikin'’s Army and was then evacuated 
to Constantinople. He states that he well knows Gecker,Military 
Attache to Karahan,as Gecker was amongst his students in the 
Academy. Gushchin-Mstislavoff denies that he brought with him 
@ large sum of money from Russia and saves that he brought only 
about 900 gold dollars,his own property,and that this has been 
nearly spent here. He is willing to leave Shanghai for Russiae 
He has only about SOO dollars Mex. on him. Gushchin says that 
he is not a Communist nor an Internationalist,but he is a 
"neutral" ,one the many in Russia now,who are in the service

It 
is known that Guschin-Mstislavofrf, then a Golonel of the Russian 
Imperial General Starr, was, at the time of the March Revolution 


in 1917, an assistant<professor at the General-Staff Military 
Academy in Petrograd, and afterwards went over to the Bolsheviks. 


He is a personal friend of Mr. Gecker, Military Attaché to 
Karahan. 
Gusohin-Mstislavoff came here from Peking 6n January

24 hours. 
At 8.15 a.m. on the 4/6/25 I arrested no Russian Known General 
Guschin at the Burlington Hotel. a Russian woman who had spent 
the night with him was also arrested but subsequently released. 
General Guschin was interrogated by Mr Maitland (P.S.) and he 
decided that he should be escorted to the train which leaves 
Shanghai at 11 p.m. thie inst. (4/6/25) as he has Railway tickets 
in his possession, covering transportation from Shanghai to Peking. | 
He states that he is a Bolshevist but not a Communit and denies 
taking any part in the present trouble and states thet he will not 
return to Shanghai. 


Information has been received by me on at least four occasions, . 
so I communicated with the D.C.I. suggesting that the rooms of 
this man (General Guschin) be searched, and the man arrested. 

Authority was granted by the D.C.I. and together with Special 


Police I went to the Burlington Hotel and arrested the said man.
